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He’s got brown wavy hair that seems to f 
say, “Please run your fingers through me.” He’s got 
sexy legs that won’t quit on you, and a pair of burn- 
ing baby blue eyes that could drop a shotzie at 100 
paces and leave her gasping for breath. He’s tall, 
dreamy, and talented, and his tunes are going into 
orbit on all the charts. He’s Lou Beethoven, of 


course, and we broke bread and chatted the other
